Confeſſe,” many look on my condition as a ſuffering condition, but I bleſs

I ſhall not ſpeak much to thele things, I am condemned for, left I ſhould 
' ſeem to condemn others. It is well known, it is only for. Complyance, which 
js the epidemical fault of the Nation, I with the Lord may -pardon them. 

I fay there was never anexprefſion in my Submiſſion ſent to the Parliament 
of the cantagion of the times; which may by ſome be miſconſtrudted, asif Thad 
intended thereby to lay an imputation upon the Work of Reformation, bur E 
declareI intendedno ſuch thing, but it was only 1n relation to the corruption 
and tailings of men, occaſioned by the prevalency of the Uſurping Power. 

© Now Gentlemen, I think there are three ſorts of People that take up 'much 
of the World, and ofthe Nation : There are firſt the openly profain ; and 
truly might ſay, though 1 have been a Priſoner, yet have not had mineears 
ſhut, I hear affuredly, that Swearing, Drinking and' Whoring were never 
more common, never morecountenanced then now they are; and truly if Ma- 
oiſtrats were here, I would ſay to them, if they lay freely forth their power 
for the glorifying of God,vythe reſtraining of theſe they would fare the better 
| if they continue in not reſtraining of it, they will tare the worſe ; 1 will ſay rio 
more, but either let People ſhun Profanity, or Magiſtrats reſtrain ir, or affur- 
edly the wrath of God will follow on it. Others, they are not openly profain 
every one will not allow that, but yet they are careleſs in that matter, if things 
o well as totheir private interefts, they care not whether Religion or the 
Kirk of God fink or ſwim ; but whatever they think, God hath laid engage- 

ments upon Scotland, we are tyed by Covenants to Religion andReformation, 
theſe that were then unborn are engaged to it, and in our 
Baptiſm we are ingaged to it , and it pafleth the power of 1d

- will not hint ſuffering, they ſhall ſuffer, but it may be, not as'I dochere ; 
(turning him tothe Maiden when he ſpoke it ] but worſe; mine is Temporal 
bat theirs ſhall be Efernal, and when ſhall be finging, they ſhall be howling; 
beware therefore of finning, what er ye are aware of, eſpecially in thefe 
times: Yet cannot fay of my own Condition, but the Lord inhis providence 
hath minded mercy to me, even in this World,for if Thad been mores voute : 
ably dealt with, I fear [might have been overcome with Tentations, Wn: ny 
othegs Fre, and I fear many more ſhall be, I wiſh the. Lord may ; prevene it; 
and {o ſhould have goneout of the World with a more polluted Conſcience, 
then through the Mercy of God now I have : And hence, my condition is 
ſach now, as when I ain gone will beſeen nor to beſuch as many did imagine; 
It is fit God cake me away before I fall in theſe Tentations, yet bleſſed be hig 
Name that I am keeped both from preſent evils and evils to come.
